Your food freezer isn’t 
a bank, so don’t put foods 
in and expect to draw in- 
terest. 
“Most foods get no bet- 
ter with age; in fact in 
most cases, there is bound 
to be some loss in quali- 
ty,’’ states Isabelle Down- 
ey, Auburn University food 
preservation specialist. 
But a food freezer 
something like a bank 
at least one respect, 
notes, In both cases, you 
need records. “‘Put what 
is in a package, along with

the date you placed it in 
the freezer, on the outside 
of the package,’’ Miss Dow- 
ney advises, 

You also need a written 
record somewhere that 
shows your deposits and 
Withdrawals, says the Ex- | 
tinsion Service staff mem- 
ber, 

It's easy to lose packag- 


es of frozen foods in the 
back or bottom of the fre- 
ezer, And often the food 
must be thrown away be- 
cause it has been stored 
too long. This makes the 
freezer a very expensive 


kitchen item, 

\ written record shows 
What is in the freezer and 
how long it has been there. 


So use the record when 
making out your shopping 
list,’’ suggests the specia- 


list. “‘It can help you avoid 
the mistake of over-buy- 
ing.”’ , 

Along with the frozen 
food record, determine the 
length of time the differ- 
ent foods can be stored. 

hen put the date a food 
should be used in your 
record, 

“It’s a good idea not 
to store fresh pork more 
than three to six months, 
other meats more than six 
months, and fruits and veg- 
etables more than twelve 
months,the specialist says. 

If these items are kept 
longer, they tend to lose 
much of their quality,

Entrance plants — are used 
to emphasize and beautify the 
entrance. Entrance plantings 
should be the most interesting 
plants in the front area. It is 
desirable to use plants that 
are evergreen and principally 
broadleaf evergreens in the 
foundation. 

Corner plantings — are 
those plants used at the corn- 
ers of the building. Corner 
plantings are used primarily 
to soften the sharp lines ana 
angles of the building. Plant- 
ings of this type should be of 
irregular upright habit of 
growth. This planting is con- 


sidered best if it grows 2/3 


the distance from ground to 
the eaves. Corner plants should 
be in groups. 

3ase or Fill-in are plantings 
used between corner and the 
entrance. In many cases these 
plantings are not needed. Too 
many times these plantings 


| are too large and too wide 


spreading. They may be used 
to cover or screen such fea- 
tures as electric meters, air- 


| conditioners, or heat units, etc. 


The most common mistakes 


| made in landscaping are: 


a. overplanting (too many 
plants) 

b. Planting too close to 
building 

c. Spacing plants too close 
together : 

d. Using plants not suited 
to the building 

In selecting plant material 


| it is important to keep in mind 


the rate of growth as well as 
the final size of the plant when 
mature. It’s shape, fruit, flow- 


| er and foliage effects should 


accent the textures and colors 
of the building materials of 


| the house. Plants should be 


used to add to the beauty of

| than for their own individual

CSS FLORIDA ESCAPES 


One hundred years ago 
this week, the CSS Florida 
evaded Federal gunboats 
and escaped from Mobile 
to enter upon a six months

sea raiding tour. InMarch, 
1862, the Confederacy had | 
purchased the Florida, the 


first of its cruisers from 
England. 
Captained ‘by John N, 


Maffitt of North Carolina, 
the ,ship was partly out- 


fitted at Nassau, where 
some of the crew came 
down with yellow fever. 
In order to get an ade- 


quate crew and equipment 
for the Florida, Maffitt de- 
cided to attempt torunpast 
the blockading squadron in- 
to Mobile on September 4, 
1862, Knowing that the ship 
Was an exact duplicate of 
English ships which often 
cruised along Gulf ports, 
he adopted thedaringcourse 


of passing the blockading 
squadron in broad daylight 
under the pretense that his 
was an English vessel. The 
ruse was successful al- 
though his vessel suffered 
great damage. 

Maffitt repaired his ves- 
sel, secured a crew, guns 
and other equipment in Mo- 
bile. Four months later 
in January 1863, he ran 
the blockade out of Mobile 
by night through a squadron 
of Union vessels. The Flo- 
rida was destroying United 
States merchantmenaround 
Cuba the following day on 
a raid from New York to 
Brazil before she was cap- 
tured off the coast of Bra- 
zil in October, 1864, 

In all the Florida cap- 
tured or destroyed37United 
States vessels,Herentrance 
into, and escape from, 
Mobile Bay forms one of 
the most exciting blockade 
running stories of the war. 
For allowing the Florida 
to run into Mobile in broad 
daylight Commander Geo- 
rge H, Preble, the senior 
officer in command of the 
United States squadron off 
Mobile, was stricken from 
the list of naval officers 
and dismissed from the 
service for alleged “‘inex- 
cusable neglect.’ An out- 
standing capture made by 
the Florida was that of 
the USS Jacob Bell and 
its cargo worth $1,500.00,

According toMr.Hoover 
final tabulations for 1962 
will show: 

More than 12,700 con- 
victions in FBI cases, com- 
pared with 12,418 in 1961; 
Theapprehens ionof 
some 11,400 FBI fugitives, 
compared with 10,668 last 
year; and fines, savings 
and recoveries totaling 


well over $200,000,000 


Among otherachieve- 
ments noted by the FBI 
Director were the location 
of some 19,000 stolen auto- 
mobiles in investigations 
under the Interstate T rans- 
portation of Stolen Motor 
Vehicles Statute, and the 
apprehension of nearly 2, 
500 offenders who we re 
being sought at the request 
of state and local authori- 
ties for fleeing across state 
lines in violation of the 
Fugitive Felon Act, 

In citing individual cri- 


me problems confronting 
his Bureau, Mr. Hoover 
called attention toa “‘sharp

1962, at a loss of appro-

Hog Division 


|Headquarters 
Move To Elba 


A, W. Todd, Agriculture 
Commissioner, has anno- 
unced that three divisions 
of the Department of Agri- 
culture will be moved from 
Montgomery to Elba, Cull- 
man and Birmingham, Todd 
predicts that the move \, ‘| 
save the state $2,500 a 
month in travel expenses 
as well as keep his cam- 
paign promise to ‘‘bring 
\the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to the people.” 

The commissioner dis- 
closed Saturday that the 
hog division will be sta- 
tioned here in Elba. The 
poultry inspection division 
has been divided into broil- 
er and egg divisions to 
better serve what heterm- 
ed the nation’s ‘‘fastest 
growing poultry industry.’’ 

Todd said the broiler 
division will be headquar- 
tered at Birmingham. The 
state’s poultry disease re- 
search program will be 
conducted at the modern 
research laboratory in Al- 
bertville. 

Todd said he hopes the 
broiler, egg and hog di- 
vision can be moved to 
their new locations in the 
next two weeks. He said 
he had no plans for moving 
other Agriculture Depart- 
ment divisions because 
other agricultural indus- 
tries are not centrally lo- 
cated as are the three af- 
fected. 

Todd stated that 75 per 
cent of the hog industry 
is within 100 miles of Elba, 
ninety per cent of the broil - 
er industry located within 
190 miles of Cullman, 
Birn:ingham was chosenas 
headquarters for the egg 
division because more than 
the eggs shipped in 
are inspected 


Already enough eggs are 
raded in Birmingham ‘‘to 
feed a million people’’ acc- 
rding to Todd.

1963. 

I have enjoyed working 
with the personnel of the 
Elba City Schools, and 
appreciate the cooperation 
I have had from the people 
involved. ; 

It is my opinion that 
real progress has been 
made toward accreditation 
for both the elementary and 
the high school. I sincerely 
hope that this goal can be 
reached in the near future 
as it will benefit all the 
boys anu sirls in this sys- 
tem. 

It is my earnest desire 
that another building pro- 
gram be initiated soon so 
that adequate physical fac- 
ilities will be available for 
all students. 

I will be happy to contact 
prospective successors, 
arrange for interviews, and 
assist the board in any 
other way possible in fill- 
ing this vacancy.

Both elementary and 
high schools for white stu- 
dents entered into a study 
that will eventually lead to 
accreditation,

he has enjoyed living and 
working in Elba and ex- 
presses his thanks to 
everyone who helped to 
make this possible.
